The proposed amendment, back- 


ed by the Arkansas Education as- 
sociation, provides for a change in 
the sate's financial s r u c t u r e . 
Roughly, it would divert the first 
$32,000,000 in state funds for edu- 
cational purposes. Revenue above 
that figure would go toward other 
functions of the state government.

A security silence blanketed the 


details of the Thatkhe withdraw- 
al. .The French did not reveal the 
strength of the garrison or what 
forces might be covering the re- 
treat. 


The spokesman said, however, 


that the garrison had to pass sev- 
eral dangerous points at which the 
terrain was ideal for ambush. The 
most critical spot on the with- 
drawal route is at the mountain 
pass of Lunghai, 10 miles north- 
west of Nacham.
